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“gaining the affedtions of thofe with whom he Conta 
verfes, poffefits a ftrength ‘hich nothing elfe can 
give him; a ftrength, which facilitates and hedps his 
rife; and which, in cafe of accidents, breaks his 
fall. Few people of your age fufficiently” confider 
this great point of Popularity ; ; and, when they grow 
older and wifer, ftrive i in vain to recover what they 
loft by their negligence. There are three principal 
caufes that hinder then from acquiring this ufeful 
; pride, inattention, and mauvai/e hontes
